EXPERIMENTS DONE 
IN ESSENCE CHEMISTRY 

by Marcel Vogel 

Essence Chemistry may be 
defined as the radiation that 
each solid emits personifying the 
characteristic patterns of its 
form and the chemical activity of 
^tie pendant group responsible for 
ie relationship with other 
species or form. 

To effect this type of chemis¬ 
try, a CARRIER WAVE is required 
to transport these vibrations. 

This "carrier wave" must have 
a coherency to it so as not to 
mingle with the radiations emit¬ 
ted from the target material but 
act now as a differentiating 
transport vehicle. The quartz 
crystal cut in the dipyramidal 
shape provides such an instru¬ 
ment . 

The radiation is etheric (the 
substance from which all matter 
evolves). The primary source is a 
living being - preferably human. 
Breath control is the means of 
evoking this change. 

The radiation penetrates 
through the crystal from the 
finger tips (see DIAGRAM #1). 
The next stage is a vibratory 
oscillation which builds a coher¬ 


ent field of energy (see DIAGRAM 
#2). A sample placed in the point 
of focus of the radiation will 
transfer its radiational field to 
the primary field and the two 
will be carried out from the tip 
of the crystal (see DIAGRAM #3). 

The coherent field carries the 
vibration of the reference mate¬ 
rial at position A without inter¬ 
fering or blending - this is the 
discovery - to use a coherent 
,pulsing field as a vehicle to 
transport the characteristic 
vibrational spectra form essence 
of a substance. 

By this means a treatment can 
be affected in the body of a 
human being with none of the 
normal side effects. The treat¬ 
ment can be implanted with a 
device of this type. The treat¬ 
ment can be removed with a simi¬ 
lar device. 

In October, 1983 , in the home 
of a clinical psychologist, an 
experiment of this type was done. 
The substance used was a Quaalude 
tablet which is a type of relax¬ 
ant or sleeping pill. 

Two forms of treatment were 
done using first a 4-sided double 
terminated quartz crystal with a 
hole drilled in it for a spe¬ 
cimen of the pill; and second a

4-sided double terminated quartz 
crystal with no hole cut in it. 

I began by placing a micro¬ 
scopic fragment of the Quaalude 
tablet in the cavity of the 
crystal which was made especially 
for this type of experiment (see 
DIAGRAM #4). I took a fragment 
into my mouth to experience, at a 
subtle level, the vibration. 



The top of the crystal was 
then wet with spittle over the 
hole and the index finger posi¬ 
tioned on the spot. The right 
hand was used. 

The entry site in the subject 
was the chest at a point midway 
between the shoulders and five 
inches down from the throat (the 
witness area). The crystal was 
held at about 2 inches from the 


body and held steady and slowly 
rotated until a vibration was 
felt in my left hand being used 
as a sensor. 

At that moment I pulsed my 
breath and, in my mind's eye, 
saw lights flashing. They were 
colored a bluish green and were 
streaming out from the top. 

My left hand was opposing the 
crystal over the subject's right 
shoulder. When I saw these flash¬ 
ing lights, a pulsation was 
experienced in my left hand. The 
subject's body immediately re¬ 
laxed, his eyes were closed and I 
asked him what he was experienc¬ 
ing. He responded that he was 
sleepy. I then asked him if this 
was similar to what he would 
normally experience. He replied 
that it was, although weaker. 

The normal healing crystal, 
without the inserted cavity, was 
then used and a treatment jii^s 
again given. This time I savJ^ b 
lights but the subject experi¬ 
enced flashing lights in his 
mind. Now he showed deep eupho¬ 
ria, his eyes closed and he was 
asleep. 

I sat down for 5 minutes next 
to him to observe. There was no 
movement in his body. The healing 
crystal was then cleaned, cleared 
and applied to the same area, my 
breath withdrawn, pulsed and 
c1 eared. 

Immediately the subject opened

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THE MAKING OF A VOGEL-CUTjm CRYSTAL

It isn’t just a job and it 
isn’t just a skill. For Drew 
Tousley, P.R.I.’s primary crystal 
cutter and Gil Daniels, cutting 
and shaping Vogel-Cut-py crystals 
is also an art. 

Drew began his crystal cutting 
apprenticeship with Marcel's son, 
Marcel, Jr. five years ago. At 
that time the crystal cutting 
workshop was in Marcel's garage. 

Since then Drew has worked on 
improving the techniques he ori¬ 
ginally learned and withthe help 


of Gil Daniels, works on creating 
more efficient methods of cutting 
crystals for P.R.I. Gil, who was 
taught by Drew, has been with 
P.R.I. for over 3 years. 

Within the last five years the 
variety, availability and quality 
of Vogel-CutTM crystals has 
increased. The most popular, and 
those which are cut by Drew and 
Gil, include the triangular 
shaped medallion, meditation and 
healing crystals. All crystal de¬ 
signs are the result of hundreds

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of hours of research and develop- 
~nent by Marcel Vogel and his 
staff. 

Vogel-CutTM healing crystals, 
for example, are unusual in that 
they are specially tuned trans¬ 
ceivers designed to utilize pyr¬ 
amid angle energies with symmet¬ 
rical faces. The tips are cus- 
tomed tuned to resonate to the 
water molecule and to the indi¬ 
vidual who will use the crystal. 

Because the cutting and shap¬ 
ing of crystals creates a lot of 
du st and noise, the cutting 
workshop is not located with the 
P.R.I. offices and research 
laboratory. 

P.R.I. purchases only the best 
raw quartz crystal. This raw 
crystal, also called a blank, is 
cut to rough shape on the Trim 
Saw (see photo).

The rough shaped blank is then 
moved to the Lapping Machine 
where it undergoes grinding, 
additional shaping, cleaning and 
fine tuning (see photos). Lastly, 
the crystals are polished using 
the Polishing Unit (see photo). 



Drew meticulously inspects 
(see photo) and carefully wraps 
each individual crystal and 
delivers same to the P.R.I. 
offices. Here they are packaged 
and shipped to a wide variety of

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SELF-HEALING WITH A VOGEL-CUTjm 
HEALING CRYSTAL

To clear and make the crystal 
your own, take a big breath, draw 
it in, hold the crystal in your 
right hand, create the thought of 
clearing the crystal, and pulse 
your breath through your nostrils 
and the deed is done. The crystal 
is now yours. 

Now to program the crystal, 
focus on the crystal with the 
thought of love and well-being. 
Draw your breath in slowly and 
let it out into the crystal. The 
crystal is now charged with your 
vibrations.
